V. AUDIT DIRECTOR’S REPORT 

 

Keith Getschel, Audit Director, referred to his written report on the status of the Audit 

Program. For the fiscal year end, 6/30/17, the MTC Audit Program has completed four 

income tax audits and parts of eight other income tax audits.  They have also completed 

eight sales tax audits and parts of six other sales tax audits.  The proposed assessments 

for the fiscal year ended 6/30/17 are $167,460,884 for income tax and $3,753,760 for 

sales tax. There are twenty-one (21) income and thirty-three (33) sales tax audits in 

progress.  

 

Keith reported that the MTC’s office location in New York was closed at the end of the 

existing lease, March 31, 2017.  There were three auditors who worked in that office, but 

will now be working out of their homes.   

 

Keith introduced and welcomed Ki Yun, a sales tax auditor with the MTC and Paul
